HB 685 passed out of House Judiciary moments ago 10-9. This bill is a referendum to put to the public a 
reorganization of the Judicial Standards Commission and changes the name to Judicial inquiry 

commission. Our opponents had to wait for over 4 hours to testify against this bill and were only allowed 3 
minutes to testify. A couple of goofy folks came in from the hall way to testify for it. 


You need to contact your representative to vote no on this bill. What we have works and is fair to all 
involved. For some reason many supporters including the sponsor Rep Tschida from Missoula think it is 
nothing but the “same individuals overseeing their peers”.
